Sir: 

In timely response to the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application dated 
January 25, 2002 (a copy thereof is attached hereto), this petition is being filed within two 
months of the date of the letter. Applicant respectfully requests consideration of the following 
remarks. Submitted herewith is the figure for the above-captioned application. However, 
Applicant contends that the figure was, in fact, effectively deposited in the PTO with the 
application papers. 

Applicant respectfully notes that on Filing Under 37 C.F.R. 1.53(b), in the 
Application Fee Transmittal submitted on June 26, 2001, and received by the PTO, applicant 
checked that the application claims benefit of application Serial No. 60/214, 282, 60/214,995 and 
60/267,963 under 35 U.S.C. §120 or 119(e). Thus, Applicant believes that the figure was 
disclosed to the PTO in a prior provisional application 60/267,963 (our case No. 00-42P3) on 
which priority is based (see enclosed copy of postcard with 5 sheets of drawings).
